As Youths Shoot at Police 


STOLEN MACHINE 


FIGURES IN GUN 
PLAY WITH COPS 


Burt Williamson Recovers Car 
At South Gate—Youth 
Is Injured 








Pierced by bullets in a gun 
fight between two youths and 
police, an Upland automobile, 
stolen early this week, has been 
returned and wounds suffered by 
one of the participants are being 
treated. 

A dozen bullet holes in the 
rear glass and about the rear of 
the machine are evidence of the 
fierce gun battie involving the 
machine owned by Burt C. Wil- 


liamson, two youthful thieves 
and two South Gate policemen. 
Mr. Williamson’s machine was 
stolen from near LaVerne Sun- 
day night. The shooting oc- 
curred in South Gate later. The 
auto is now at the Alan A. 
Couch garage. 

The youths escaped from a 


correction camp for juveniles near 
San Dimas and stole the machine. 
License plates were discarded 
and all other meang of identifica- 
tion were removed. A loaded 38 
calibre revolver owned ‘by Mr. 
Williamson was in the machine. 
The youths kept it handy. 

The two boys parked the car 
near a service station in South 
Gate. Patrolmen became suspic- 
ious of the machine. As _ they 
got out of a police car to investi- 
gate the youths speeded away. 
The officers foilowed, The chase 
continucd up and down South 
Gate residential streets. As a 
warning the officers shot in the 
air. 

This gun fire was returned by 
one of the youths who shot at 
the officers through the rear 
window. Firing continued be- 
tween the two machines ag the 
chase went on. Finally one of | 
the officer’s shots struck a Ure | 
on the fleeing machine to end the | 
flight. In thc meantime one of 
the bullet. nad struck one of the 
boys iy, the shoulder. The injury 
Was r-ported as not serious.

It is reported their 
homeg arein Los.Angeles and that 
they sire not known here.

Mrs. John Kerr Run 
Down by Truck; Is 
In Grave Condition 














Lying unconscious in the Los 
Angeles county hospital since 
last Saturday night when she was 
run down by a truck in Los An- 
geles, Mrs. John Kerr of that 
city, formerly Miss Mabel Byer 
and a resident of Upland for 
many years, is showing no im- 
provement in her condition, ac- 
cording to latest reports from tne 
hospital. 

Mrs. Kerr is a daughter cf J. 
H. Byer of East Ninth _ street, 
who is now in the east, and a 
sister of Ralph Byer, 508 Third 
avenuc, and Mrs. Asa Wonch, 
545 Eighth avenue. 

The accident occurred at 11 
o'clock Saturday night as Mrs. 
Kerr left a tabernacle where she 
had attended services. She was 
rushed to the Georgia street re- 
ceiving hospital and later was 
removed to the Los Angeles gen- 
eral hospital where her daughter 
is a nurse. 

So far as physicians have been 
able to ascertain, her major in- 
juries include a serious concus- 
sion due to a blow on her head, 
a compound fracture of one leg | 
and severe bruises on the other 
leg. Just what is the nature of 
the head injury has not been de- 
termined, but her continued un- 
conscicus state shows her to b:2 
in a dangerous condition. 

Many of Mrs. Kerr’s friends 
are making anxious inquiries con- 
cerning her condition.

At least, he predicted the | 
1936 result very accurately 
several weeks in advance ©: 
Nov. 3, according to a report 
that has just been announced. 
A letter he wrote to a friend 
is proof of his prediction. 

He predicted the nation 
would cast 41,468,479 votes and 
of these President Roosevelt 
would get 67 per cent, or 27,- 
783,820. The unofficial tabu- 
lation gave the eotal vote as 
42,166.205. President Roose- 
velt received 25,936,277 votes 
and Landon polled 15,839,609. 

It is nothing new for Mr. 
Hambly to be successful in his 
predictions. In 1928 he fore- 
cast Herbert Hoover’s election 
over Al Smith quite accurate- 
ly. 

In the face of the final re- 
turns on the Literary Digest 
presidential poll, Mr. Hambly 
wrote to a friend in part: ‘“Ac- 
cording to the figures of this 
magazine, I am certainly guess- 
ing the wrong way.... Howev- 
er, I am still standing by my 
figures as given to you previ- 
ously....67 per cent for Rocse- 
velt.”

In another eccident, however, 
three persons were injured and 
the driver was arrested for fail- 
ure to stop at a boulevard sign. 

George K. Peasl-y, Ontario, 
was the driver of the machine 
that clinped off the large light 
pole and escaped with no injuries.

RED SCALE FAIRLY 
WELL CONTROLLED 


Local Condition Not So Bad 
As Other Districts, An- 
derson Reports 











Red Scale pest is not as bad 
in the Upland district as in most 
of the other. citrus producing 
areas in the valley, J. Fred An- 
derson, deputy horticultural  in- 
spector, said today. 

Nevertheless the local growers 
and others in the county paid a 
huge bill for pest control activi- 
ties last year as revealed in the 
annual report of the San Bernar- 
dino county agricultural commis- 
sion. More than $400,000 were 
spent last year in fighting scale 
‘in citrus trees. One and one-half 
million trees were sprayed or 
fumigated. 


“The local citrus growers paid 
a large sum for pest control and 
because the Upland growers real- 
ize it is good business to spray 
and fumigate the pest situation 
is not so bad here,’ Mr. Ander- 
son explained. He pointed out, 
however, there are many pests 
and it is important that activities 
be continued to keep the ,situa- 
tion well under control. ——

San Antonio canyon is_ the 
birthplace of that first transmis- 
sion line, it carrying 10,000 volts 
from the canyon to Pomona, this 
district and San Bernardino. 
W. Burt, local attorney and high- 
ly revered citizen, was the man- 
ager of the pioneer company in 
electrical power transmission. 

From that small beginning 
long distance transmission of 
electricity has developed into the 
gigantic project just completed 
from Boulder dam. 

The San Antonio Light & Pow- 
er Co., the pioneer company, was 
organized in 1891 and Mr. Burt 
was its first manager and one of 
leaders in the movement to

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LOCAL ENPLOVES 
SHARE IN SOCIAL 
SECURITY PLAN 


Material Concerning Federal 
Proposal Available— 
Act Explained 





Many employes and employers 
in the Upland district will be af- 
fected by the social security act 
going into effect Jan. 1. 

Upland postoffice is serving as 
one of the national agencies in 
handling details in connection 
with the act. Employers are to 
file forms with the government. 
These forms will be used in the 
extensive system in accounting for 
the employes’ and employers’ funds 
going to the social security board 

All local concerns and individ- 
uals having at least eight persons 
on the pay roll are affected by the 
act. 

Employes in these concerns and 
their employers will pay into the 
social security fund, beginning Jan. 
1. If fewer than eight persons are 
on a pay roll, neither the employ- 
er nor the employes participate in 
the security plan. 

The Upland postoffice also has 
for distribution a bulletin direct- 
ed to employes, telling them of the 
act and their benefits. 

Explanatory material is quoted 
here from the bulletin: 

“There is now a law in this 
country which will give about 26 
million working people something 
to live on when they are old and 
have stopped working Un- 
der this law the government will 
send checks every month to re- 
tired workers, both men and wo- 
men, after they have passed their 
65th birthday anniversary and 
have met a few simple  require- 
ments 

“How much you will get when 
you are 65 years old will depend 
entirely on how much you earn in 
wages from your industrial or busi- 
ness employment between Jan. 1, 
1927, and your 65th birthday. The 
least you can get in monthly bene- 
fits, if you come under the law at 
all, is $10 a month. 

If you make an average of $25 
a week for 52 weeks in eavh year, 
and work 40 year3, your check 
when you are 65 years old will be 
$53 a month for the rest of your 
life. If you make $50 a week for 
40 years, you will get $74.50 a 
month for the rest of your life af- 
ter age 65. 

“Suppose you are about 55 years 
old now. Suppose you make only 
$15 a week on the average. When 
you stop work at age 65 you will 
get a check for $19 each month 
for the rest of your life. If you 
make $25 a week for 10 years, 
you will get a little over $23 a 
month from the government as 
long as you live after your 65th
